CSU alongside Department Chair Mi- 


chael Pounds, took Blumenthal and 
Cal State Long Beach to court in 2004 
for discriminating against him because 
he was a heterosexual male. 

The FEA professor settled out-of- 
court with the university for $95,000, 
according to court documents ac- 
quired by the Daily 49er. The case was 
dismissed on July 7, 2005. 

Lane declined to comment on any 
matters relating to the lawsuits, but 
CSULB attorney Andrew Jones con- 
firmed that the CSU settled with Lane 
and Blumenthal. 

Blumenthal told the Daily 49er that 
her settlement was “confidential” but 
that it included an apology. letter on 
behalf of the CSU Chancellor’s Of- 
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fice from Gary Reichard, then-CSULB 
Provost. 

In June 2004, a CSULB Depart- 
ment of Equality and Diversity report 
found that Blumenthal had discrimi- 
nated against Lane because he was a 


_ heterosexual male, according to court 


documents. However, Blumenthal, 
then-FEA department chair, alleged 
the report’s invéstigation didn’t allow

SB-8, a controversial piece of leg- 
islation requiring Cal State University 
and University of California auxiliary 
organizations to be transparent with 
their public records, was recently ap- 
proved by Gov. Jerry Brown. 

The law now requires CSU and UC 
auxiliaries to operate under laws simi- 
lar to the California Public Records 
Act. In the past, some have accused 
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Gov. Jerry Brown approved the SB-8 bill. 


universities of initiating schemes to 
use auxiliaries to control student dol- 
lars, thereby taking advantage of the 
lack of transparency. 

A revised version of previous at- 
tempts at auxiliary transparency, SB-8 
has waited years to become law. As- 
sociated Students Inc. has disagreed 
with it numerous times, citing legal 
mischaracterization of auxillaries. 

ASI Associate Executive Director 
and Director of the University Student 
Union Dave Edwards criticized an ear- 
lier version of the bill, calling it “poor- 
ly written” and “politically driven.” 

ASI President Lucy Nguyen, then 
vice president, encouraged student 


senators to write letters in opposition 
of that same draft. « 

State Senator Leland Yee, who pro- 
posed the initial bill, fought through 
three drafts, two vetoes and very strict 
opposition throughout his campaign. 
California Faculty Association Presi- 
dent Lillian Taiz said that in this time 
of public funding uncertainty, trans- 
parency is key in keeping the integrity 
of the universities intact. 

“[SB-8] is a huge step in the right 
direction toward greater transpar- 
ency, accountability and commitment 
to public service in California’s three 
public higher education systems,” Taiz 
said in a statement. 
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Greek community 
increases in recent years 


Active recruitment 
during the Greek Fair 
and Week of Welcome 
promotes fraternities 
and sororities.

The Greek Fair and Week of Wel- 
come was a success for Greeks on cam- 
pus, creating an increased interest in 
Greek life, according to advisers. 

“During the Greek Fair, we had a 
much larger attendance than we nor- 
mally do,” said Caitlin Roberts, a fra- 
ternity and sorority adviser. “We had 
nearly 200 men attend on information 
session for.the Interfraternity Council 
on Tuesday night, and the Panhellenic 
Council has an increase of more than 12 
percent of women registered for their 
recruitment.” 

According to Roberts, the Greek 
community at Cal’ State Long Beach 


has grown to six percent of the student 


population over the years, up from less 
than two percent in 2005. Roberts also 


said that the culturally-based fraterni- 
ties and sororities saw a significant 
rise as well, but records aren’t kept on 
how many people are actually being 
recruited. 

Greeks have been actively trying to 
recruit during the first few weeks of 
school with Greek Fair and Week of 
Welcome. 

Most of the events for the sorori- 
ties and fraternities took place during 
the evenings over the past two weeks, 
and house tours were offered this past 
weekend for sororities. Fall Recruit- 
ment Bid Day for sororities wilt take 
place Sept. 13, from 5 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 

“T didn’t really realize how many 
fraternities there were until the Greek 
Fair,” freshman Michael Navarro said. 
“T didn’t know that it was happening, so 
when I saw a bunch of people standing 
at tables and colorful signs across the 
bookstore, I was pretty surprised.” 

Many students crowded over the so- 
rorities’ and fraternities’ booths during 
Week of Welcome, where organizations 
offered freebies from body mist to free 
food. = 

“I’m really thinking about joining a 
sorority,” freshman Kayse Green said. 
“My sister was in a sorority and so was 
my mom, so I think it’ll be pretty cas) 
if I join too.” 
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intimidating and coercing students and 
faculty.” 

Blumenthal also cites the report as 
saying Lane was “responsible for some 
conflict,’ that he was a “manipulator, 
freely offering assistance as a way to 
amass allegiances among his peers” 
and that he acts with little regard for 
“future relationship-building” within 
the FEA department. 

Court documents also reveal that 


Blumenthal pushed for Lane’s hiring 
in 2002, but that Lane allegedly soon 
began to work “behind-the-scenes with 
[then-Dean of the College of the Arts 
Donald Para] and others in the depart- 
ment to undermine her reputation and 
diminish her role as leader in the de- 
partment.” . 

The pending lawsuits against the 
university also include allegations of 
discrimination but ask for much more 
than Lane’s previous settlement — pro- 
fessors Pounds and Lane are asking for 
$6 million. 

In court documents relating to the 


pending case, Pounds accuses Provost 
Para of saying, “Maybe this will get 
him to retire,” after Pounds allegedly 
fell from a window while attempting to 
fix a blackout shade for a class in 2006. 
Pounds, described as a “61-year-old, 
African American male who is perma- 
nently partially disabled” in the court doc- 
uments, alleged Para attempted to block 
his appointment to department chair. 
Pounds is suing the university for 
discrimination on the basis of age, race 
and disability. He claims he is now 
“partially disabled” from the fall. 
These same documents also allege 


that, upon Pounds’ election, Para and 


. Interim Dean of the College of the Arts 


James Kvapil attached discriminatory 
conditions that limited the FEA profes- 
sors’ three-year term as department chair. 

The FEA department chair also ac- 
cuses Para of saying, “[Pounds] has 
one foot out the door” and calling him 
“dead wood.” 

In the same court documents, Lahe 
claims that Alexander, Kvapil and Para 
slandered his professional reputation by 
falsely claiming he had engaged in “fi- 
nancial fraud.” 

“We believe the case is completely 


without merit and we intend to defend 
against it vigorously,” Jones said. 

On May 9, the CSU Auditor’s Office 
released a report accusing a CSULB 
arts professor of misusing scholarship 
money and filing a false $10,000 re- 


imbursement claim, but no name was ~ 


mentioned. 

CSULB officials, including President 
F.. King Alexander and Jones, have re- 
fused to confirm the individual subject to 
the audit, citing ongoing investigations. 

Jones said the audit report was not 
conclusive and that the CSULB was en- 
gaged in an ongoing investigation. 
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USU, student opinion is equally vital to 
the betterment of the service. 
“How have the needs of the students 


changed over the years?” Schorn asked. 
“Are we meeting those needs?” 

According to Schorn; the last time 
the. USU’s infrastructure was inspect- 
ed, expansions on the west wing were 
put into place and the meeting rooms on 
the third floor were added. 


In addition, the university made a 


- seismic upgrade to the building. How- 


ever, the heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning systems were not given an 
update and, instead, were left in their 
former state. 

“None. of those systems were really 


upgraded like they should have been,” 
Schorn said. “A lot of our infrastruc- 
ture is original to the building. We have 
dated stuff starting to break down.” 
Though some of the focus groups 
will be geared toward specific demo- 
graphics, such as upper and lower divi- 


sion students, all students are encour- 
aged to attend the sessions. 

Each student in attendance will re- 
ceive five U-Bucks, complements of the 
USU.

ASI Senate to decide 
on initiative to tax oil 


companies for funding 


A Cypress College 
professor addressed 
the ASI Senate with an 
initiative to place a 15 
percent tax on oil.

A professor at Cypress College ad- 
dressed the Associated Students Inc. 
Senate for support for an initiative to 
tax oil companies for education. 

The initiative would place a 15 per- 
cent tax on oil that would go straight to 
the education system. 

Peter Mathews, professor of political 
science at Cypress College, told ASI of 
a debate about the initiative on Sept. 9 
at Cypress College. 

Mathews took part in the debate and 
was the first one to speak. 

He argued that oil companies don’t 
own oil, and that oil intrinsically be- 
longs to the common people. He also 
said that, in California, raising gas 
prices by less than a penny per gallon 
could potentially raise a lot of money 
that could then be transferred to higher 


education tuition costs, 

“Would you pay a cent more in gas 
for tuition-free education?” Mathews 
asked, addressing the audience. “I think 
most of us would.” ; 

Oil-industry representative Anita 
Mangel counteracted Mathews’s pro- 
posal, saying that, while his intentions 
were admirable, his methods were 
questionable and shortsighted. 

“The initiative] is well-intended,” 
Mangel said. “But it’s not the answer. 
Higher taxes on anybody are not the 
answer.” 

Mangel argued that as many as 
10,000 people could be left unemployed 
if Mathews’ resolve was successful. 
This estimate included people indirect- 
ly linked to oil distribution as well as 
those directly connected to it. 


“Lower production means lower 


_jobs, not only in the oil fields, but the 


companies that service them,” Mangel 
said. ; 

Mangel’s side of the debate also 
pointed out flaws in the initiative, such 
as the fact that if oil is brought in from 
outside of the state, the price of gas will 
increase lawfully, despite the embed- 
ded text that bars oil companies from 
passing on their fees in the form of 
higher gas prices. ; 

She also attacked Mathews’ claim 
that the money gained from the initia-

tive would go to a separate fund specifi 
cally reserved for higher education. 
While Mathews tried to win over stu 
dents by implying a-direct connectio 
between the new tax dollars and tuitio’ 
rates, Mangel pointed out that the ini 
tiative does not specify how the mone 
would be spent within the general real 


of education. 

“If we don’t close up those loopholes 
in the initiative, you might not get that 
benefit you think you're going to get,” 
Mangel said. pa 

Ultimately, Mangel did not believe 
that Mathews’ initiative would solve the 
original problem, despite its apparently

noble intentions. 

“The problem is not the taxes,” she 
said. “The problem is that the legisla- 
ture has failed dismally.” 

Mathews is searching for CSU-wide 
support-for his initiative. The ASI Sen- 
ate has not drafted any resolutions in 
support or opposition of the initiative. 
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U.S. should follow suit in Palestine statehood bid 


As the United States and Israel meet the 
Palestinian bid for state recognition in the United 
Nations with heavy opposition, one begins to 
question why the two countries time and time 
again flaunt domestic 
democracy but flout its 
international counter- 
part in the U.N. 

The U.S. has vowed 
to block any measure elevating Palestine from 
its current role as an observer state, claiming 
it would be detrimental to stalled peace talks . 
between Palestinians and Israelis. But, democracy 
does not just exist at the domestic level it must 
be exercised internationally. The world wants a 
Palestine. The U.S. should not abuse the power it 
has in the U.N. 

The Security Council must approve full mem- 
bership in the U.N., but a two-thirds majority in 
the General Assembly could upgrade Palestine to 
the status of a non-member state. The key word 
here being “state.” 

As the European Union continues to discuss 
its position on the bid, Palestinians say they will 
garner more than 160 votes from the 193-member 
General Assembly, and Russia — a member of the 
U.N. Security Council — says it will support the 
Palestinians whether or not they seek recognition 
of statehood. 

“We will, of course, be voting for any of the 
Palestinians’ proposals,” Russia’s UN envoy 
Vitaly Churkin told Interfax news agency. 

“We are saying that ‘Whatever you decide to 
do, we will support you’,’ Churkin said. 

What does America say to that? 

“If this came to the Security Council we would 
object very strongly, precisely because we think it 
would be counterproductive. We don’t think that it 
would actually lead to the outcome that we want, - 
which is a two state solution,” Pres. Obama told

This was shortly 
after the first plane had hit, and the tower was on 
fire with smoke billowing out, blotting out the 
nice sunny September morning in New York. 

I have a deep connection 
to New York. I have family 
from there and | identify 
most with the city and 
the east coast, despite being born in California. 
Somewhere along the line of family trips to New 


‘ York and hanging out in the city, I fell deeply 


in love with it and vowed to one day live there, 
which still is a top goal of mine. As I watched the 
building on fire I was dumbstruck in the realiza- 
tion that that was somewhere I had been and 
walked around and seen firsthand. 
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Then the second plane hit. , 

At this point we knew that it was no mistake 
— America.was under attack. As the buildings 
fell, | watched the television in disbelief, and as 
America learned more about the flight that hit 
the Pentagon, as well as the flight that went down 
in Shanksville, Pennsylvania, most people felt a 
sense of disgust. This kind of thing can actually 
happen where I live? We were so far-removed 
from terrorist attacks that 
we couldn’t imagine this 
kind of thing happening 
here. 
In the coming weeks and months and years 


. as America recovered and learned more about 


what had happened, we were all left to our own 
thoughts about what happened, trying to make 


’ sense of it. For me, 9/11 shaped a lot of my world- 


view. In a sense, seeing that happen helped me to 
“grow up” and realize what the world we live in is 
like. Talk about a wake-up call. 
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The simple fact is that there are zealots out 
there who want to see you, me and everything 
we care about destroyed: It turns out that we 
don’t live in a very friendly place. But through 
the tenacity of rescue teams in New York City 
as well as Virginia and Pennsylvania, we have 
seen a collective healing occur when people come 
together for a common good. Servicemen and 
women fighting overseas for our freedom should 
also be lauded and thanked much more than they 
currently are. 

There is still room to rebuild and the heal- 
ing will never be totally complete, but it’s nice 
to know that humans can still come together in 
times of crisis and support one another. No matter 
how fatalist of an attitude I have for most things, 
the effort of society as a whole to overcome the 
events of ten years ago always makes me proud to 
be American.

Art classes exhibit multt-dimensional work in galleries 


Two-dimensional and 
three-dimensional 
pieces are on display.

This week the student art galleries 
feature a collection of student work 
from the fundamental art classes of- 
fered at Cal State Long Beach. The type 
of art varies from two-dimensional col- 
lages, color theory, three-dimensional 
compositions, graphic design and com- 


puter art. The exhibits feature more 
than 100 student pieces. 

The Merlino gallery hosts Art 149: 
Foundation Computer Art. According 
to Jon Measures, instructor of Foun- 
dation Computer arts, students in this 
class were introduced to Photoshop, Il- 
lustrator, InDesign and Dreamweaver. 

Books, created by students, hang 
from the ceiling in this exhibit. Some are 
handmade and some manufactured, but 
all are original and made with In Design. 

The gallery has a section of surreal- 
ist paintings, where students place sub- 
jects in rare locations and make them 
fit as if they had been there all along. 
In a section of the Merlino gallery, the 
instructor took perspective drawings 


from a drawing class and assigned her 
computer art students to make a com- 
puter generated replica of the drawing. 
The students were asked to follow the 
work of two Los Angeles-based artists, 
Simmons and Burke. 

The Dutzi gallery displays student 
work from Art 130: Foundation Two- 
Dimensional. The instructors of all 
classes provided an assignment sheet 
that described exactly what thé students 
were trying to display. The artists ex- 
periment with color, textures, positive 
and negative shapes, and line structure. 
The images on display use different 
subjects, such as people and animals, 
that show a difference in techniques 
and color composition. 


The Werby Gallery displays a series 
of posters recreated by students in their 
full-color saturation. 

Most of the two-dimensional compo- 
sitions are located in the Gatov Gallery, 
where students focus on stepping out- 
side of rules, directions and technique 
given by the instructors and actually 
think out-of-the-box. The gallery fea- 
tures dozens of pieces with subjects 
like including nude portraits, sneakers, 
kitchen utensils and dead rabbits. The 
artists convey a lot of intensity and emo- 
tion in their drawings and paintings with 
the detail and techniques they use. 

The weekly student art galleries run 
Monday through Thursday from noon 
to 5 p.m., and Sundays from 5 — 7 p.m.

Long Beach State will honor eight 
former athletes, a team and an admin- 
istrator with induction into the athletic 
department’s Hall of Fame on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 9, at 6 p.m. at the Hilton Long 
Beach Hotel & Executive Meeting Cen- 
ter. 

The Class of 2011 will be highlighted 
by current Los Angeles Angels of Ana- 
heim pitcher Jared Weaver, who will be 
joined by softball player Meredith Cer- 
venka, track and field athlete Le’Gretta 
Smith (Hinds), men’s volleyball player

Margaret Mohr, administrator Doug 
Robinson, men’s tennis player and 
coach Peter Smith, football player Mark 
Templeton, women’s volleyball player 
Cheryl Weaver and the 1989 Women’s 
Volleyball National Championship 
Team. 

The 2011 class will bring LBSU’s to- 
tal number of inductees to 202. 

1989 Women’s Volleyball National 
Championship Team - It was a story- 
book season for the 49ers in 1989. They 
captured the school’s first-ever NCAA 
Championship. The ‘Niners finished 


the season at 32-5 after compiling a 
13-5 mark in the Big West. 

Meredith Cervenka - (Softball, 
2002-2005): Cervenka was a three-time 
Big West Pitcher of the Year who led 
the 49ers to three regional appearances 
and Big West championships. She is 
LBSU’s career leader in wins (78) and 
strikeouts (634). 

Le’Gretta Smith (Hinds) - (Wom- 
en’s Track and Field, 1992-96): Hinds 
was a two-time All-American in the 
400-meter hurdles, and reached the 
NCAA Championships in both the 


~ 100 and 400 hurdles. Hinds is still the 


record-holder at LBSU in both events, 
holding a 13.49 time in the 100 Hurdles 
and a 57.53 time in the 400 Hurdles. 

Alan Knipe — (Men’s Volleyball, 
1990-92): Knipe played three years for 
the men’s volleyball team before being 
named LBSU’s head coach for nine sea- 
sons prior to taking a leave of absence 
to coach the USA Men’s National Team 
through the 2012 Olympics in London. 
A two-time All-American, Knipe was a 
member of the 1991 national champion- 
ship team. 

Margaret Mohr - (Women’s Bas- 
ketball, 1984-87): Mohr ranks ninth 
all-time in career assists at LBSU with 
448. Mohr also helped the team to its 
first Final Four berth in school his- 
tory. 

Doug Robinson - Robinson has been 
Vice President for Student Services at 
LBSU since 1991. Robinson provides 
leadership to more than 35 university 
programs and services that focus on the 
needs of students. Robinson also serves 
as chair on several university commit- 
tees, including the Student Fee .Advi- 


sory Committee and the 49er Shops 
Board of Directors. 

Peter Smith - (Men’s Tennis, 1983- 
86, Head Coach, 1988-91): Smith was 
a four-year letterman at LBSU before 
serving as the men’s.tennis team’s head 
coach. As a player, he reached the con- 
ference singles finals all four years, and 
helped lead LBSU to two Pacific Coast _ 
Athletic Association Championships. 
Smith coached two All-Americans in — 
Greg Failla and Par Crow during his 
four years at the helm of the program. 

Mark Templeton - (Football, 1983- 
86): Templeton, who played fullback ° 
for four years at LBSU, is the school’s 
career leader in receptions with 262. 
His 1,966 receiving yards also rank 
fourth, 1,495 career rushing yards rank 
sixth in program history. LBSU record. 

Cheryl Weaver - (Women’s Volley- 
ball, 1998-2001): A two-titne Big West 
Player of the Year, Cheryl Weaver was 
a member of the 1998 women’s volley- 
ball National Championship team, and 
advanced to the final four three times in 
her career. A three-time All-American, 
she finished her career with 1,589 kills, 
ranking fifth all-time at LBSU. 

Jered Weaver — (Baseball, 2002- 
04): A two-time Big West Pitcher of the 
Year, and the program’s first two-time 
All-American, Weaver led the nation in 
wins (15) and strikeouts (213) in 2004. 
He finished that the season with a 1.62 
ERA before being selected 12th over- 
all by the Anaheim Angels in 2005. He 
holds the LBSU and Big West career re- 
cords for wins (37) and strikeouts (431). 
ahE was also named the starting picher 
for the American League in the 2011 
MLB All-Star game.
